Take the case of the 
Fishermen of Ifew England who catch- 
es fish for his family support along that 
coast. lie imports his salt, pays the 
tariff duty on it, then salts his fish and 
under tlie McKinley bill the govern- 
ment refunds the duty on the salt and 
puts a tax of $2 per barrel on mackerel, 
which the consumer has to pay.

how is it with the food raisers of Georgia 
and the West. They are compelled to 
buy the same salt and put it on their 
meat but there is no rebate for them. 
Do you see any class legislation. If the 
New England Dsherman is given a re- 
bate, and a bounty too, on his fish, why 
is not the pork raiser of the South and 
the West, entitled to the same grati- 
tude on the part of the government. 


The discrimination here pointed out 


runs through the McKinley law, the tin 
plate (two cents per pound) is probably 
the worst discrimination made in the 
bill. The bill puts the highest rate of 
duty upon common goods and tlie low- 
est upon fine goods. Thus the poorer 
people bear more than theirshare of the 
burden. When you buy $20 worth of 
goods from a store, you pay about 
eleven dollars for the goods and .$9 
tariff tax to the government or the 
manufacturer. The cheaper the goods 
the higher the tariff and aa there are 
twenty poor families to one rich one it 
is quite easy to see who pays tlie most

A Great Speech by the New York Sena- 


tor in Brooklyn. 


BBOOKLYK, N. Y., Sept. 19.—There was 


a great ontponring of Democrats in this city 
to-night. The Academy of Mnsic could not 
accommodate tie crowd that rushed to se- 
cure good positions from which to take in 
every action of Senator David B. Hill in the 
delivery of an address that has been awaited 
anxionsly by all Democrats. 


Senator Hill received a warm welcome.

Mr. Stevenson's Argument. 


Mr. Stevenson's presentation of the

question before the people for tlieir de- 
termination is not "how much of their 
earnings shall be given to the support 
of tlie Government, but how much, 
nnCer the forms of law, shall be seized

They Know Better. 


Republicans journals are troubling 


themselves very much over what they 
allege to be the hostility of }[r. Hill to 
JTr. Cleveland; over Cleveland's alleged 
efforts to placate Hill; and over Hill's 
refusal to be placated, as they state it. 
The wish is evidently father to their 
thought. If they would give their read- 
ers credit for an average degree of 
intelligence they would not represent 
Mr. Hill aa assuming any attitude of 
hostility to the candidate of his par.ty, 
and the candidate of his friends, llr.

ABCSK OF THK TAXING POWKE. 


Let us examine the point a moment 


Whence comes the power to protect private 
industries ? What clanseof the constitntion 
can be invoked for snch a purpose 1 There 
ia none. It most be conceded by every in- 
telligent citizen that the constitntion does 
not grant any snch express power. There is 
not an elementary law writer anywhere 
whose treatise on the constitntion is regard- 
ed as standard authority, who ventures la 
nflirm the constitutional right of Congress to 
levy duties for any other direct purpose than 
for the support of the government. 


Let tis see where it will lead ns. If the 


general government, nnder the pretense of 
raising revenue, can impose prohibitory du- 
ties and thereby protect domestic industries 
from the competition which the laws of 
trade would otherwise provide, then nnder 
the same pretense—the raising of revenue- 
it can by taxation essentially usurp most of 
the functions of the State governments, and 
virtually regulate marriage and divorce, 
the rate of interest on money, the purchase 
of property, the formation of corporations, 
the making of leases and contracts of every 
description, all of which are matters hereto- 
fore properly consided nnder the jurisdiction 
and regulation of the States. 


INCIDENTAL PBOTKCTIOK. 


Incidental protection on the other hand is 


unobjectionable. Tariffs shonld he imposed 
for the express purpose of revenue, and not 
for any private purpose. We believe in rev- 
enue, with incidental protection, and not in 
protection, with incidental revenue. Inso- 
far as the tariff is necessary to meet tbe 
necessaries of government it may be impos- 
ed, and any other benefit which may be 
legitimately derived from its imposition may 
and does necessarily accompany it. 


The Democratic position is a safe, logical, 


conservative and just position. No tariff, 
except "for the purpose of revenue only " 
and then limited to the "necessities of the

THE BATE OF WAGES NOT IKCBEASKD. 
It is undoubtedly true that in this State 


the aggregate amount of all wages paid the 
year after its passage may have been greater 
than tbe aggregate amonnt paid the year 
preceding, but that doea not prove any in- 
crease in the rate ot wages paid, and only 
shows that some new industries have been 
established or additional men employed in 
others. And it does not appear that anch 
increase has been any more than the usual 
natural increase occasioned by tbe steady 
growth of the Stale. It may possibly also 
be true that there have been a few less 
strikes during the past two years than

DIFFEBEKCE BETWEEN THE PARTIES. 
We are entering npon the twenty-seventh 


presidential election since the organization 
of our government. The good citiz-n, de- 
sirous of discharging his fall dnty in this 
crisis according to his conscience and his 
judgment, uninfluenced by selfish considera- 
tions, will discover two great parties arrayed 
against each other, struggling for the control 
of the government and appealing to the peo- 
ple for their suffrages. 


If I were asked to define the one fnnda- 


mental difference between the two parties I 
should state that one believes in a strict con- 
struction of tbe federal constitntion and the 
other in a loose one. One party believes

are incidental and necessary to the carrying 
out of the expressed powers, while the other 
believes that nnder that clause the powers 
of Congress are substantially unrestricted 
and limited only by its wise discretion. 
This radical diversity of views cannot well 
he reconciled ; it cannot be wholly decided 
by the courts, as it involves the spirit more 
than the letter of tbe constitution, and in 
the end it must be determined largely as a 
matter of policy by the people themselves 
in their sovereign capacity. Starting out 
with different views of the constitntion, the 
two parties naturally have enunciated dif- 
ferent theories of government, especially np- 
on the all-important subject of federal taxa- 
tion. A division upon the tariff question 
was inevitable.

the good sense and sound judgment ol every 
honest and thoughtful man.

The same papers that print the president's 


letter give the prices of cereals to-day : 


Wheat, 73c., corn, 4Gc., oats, 33e. 
Is East Pennsylvania a part of the United 


States ? It seems not, or else the president 
has been played upon by some cunning 
knave, in solemnly declaring tbat the price 
of cereals had increased 33.59 per cent. 
Where are these favored spots in the United 
States—these Gardens of Eden, wherein the 
McKinley bill bas caused things to grow 
"rank and luxuriant"—and command high 
prices. 


Tan Repnblican organ bas also assarancea 


from Iowa tbat "tbe outlook is fnll of en- 
couragement" Yet Iowa in 1888 gave 31,- 
700 Repnblican plurality, and bad previous- 
ly given in 1872 60,000, in 1876 50,000, and 
in 1880 78,000 on tbe same side. In 1884 
Grover Cleveland reduced these heavy plu- 
ralities to 19,000, and in the last two elec- 
tions for Governor tbe Democrats have won 
—in 1889 by a plurality oi 6523, and in 18- 
91 by 8218. 


The encouragement in Iowa is certainly 


on the Democratic aide. 


THE TARIFF QUESTION. 


Concisely slated, what is the position of 


the two parties upon this question ? I de- 
sire to state it fairly. The Republican party 
advocate the doctrine that the government 
has a constitutional as well ns a moral right 
to impose tariff duties for the purpose of en- 
couraging the building np of private indus- 
tries, by the imposition ofdnties sufficiently 
large to prevent foreign competition, irre- 
spective of the question of the needs of the 
treasury, while the Democratic party be- 
lieves that the government has only a con- 
stitutional and moral right to impose such 
duties as may be necessary to raise sufficient 
revenue to support the government econom- 
ically administered. This is the precise is- 
sne squarely stated. 


Both parties cannot be right ; one or the 


other must be wrong. 


The consideration of this subject leada to 


an analysis of tbe trne functions of govern- 
ment. There are some things which must 
be conceded because they are too plain Jbr 
argument, and one of them is that the gov- 
ernment haa no constitutional power to en- 
ter into private business directly, and what 
it cannot, or ought not, to do indirectly. 
This is the correct theory of government, 
and it excludes the idea that one citizen may 
be burdened to foster another citizen's pri- 
vate schemes. 


PBOTECTIOS UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 


A protective tariff is unconstitutional. 


The Democratic national platform gives forth 
no uncertain sound upon this subject and 
correctly states the trne position of the party. 
It denies tbe constitutional power of tbe 
government to impose taxes lor other than 
pnblic purposes. 


I am aware that a concerted effort is be- 


ing made by onr opponents to make it ap- 
pear tbat a new departure has been entered 
npon, and that onr party haa abandoned its 
former conservative position npon the tariff 
question and assumed another and bolder 
attitude leading absolutely toward free trade. 
I do not so regard it. Some of ns might 
have preferred a little different phraseology, 
bnt as a whole, it snfEciently expresses onr 
position with reasonable clearness and ac- 
curacy. 


Fourth—Tbat the tariff upon manufactur- 


ed articles shonld. as a general rule, be larger 
where similar articles are manufactured in 
this country than wbere they are not. 


Fifth—That the tariff imposed upon all 


manufactured articles (other than those 
which, for good reasons, are placed on the 
free list) should equal the difference between 
the rate of wages paid in this and foreign 
countries, 30 far as labor enters into the cost 
of their production. 


EQI'AI.TZITIOK OF WAGES. 


President Harrison, in his ingenuous let- 


ter of acceptance, endeavors to place our 
party in a false attitude by calling attention 
to tbe fact that while onr platform in 1884, 
readopted in 1888, contained an express 
plank upon this question of the equalization 
of wages yet it was omitted in 1892, and as- 
serts that we have changed our position. I 
beg to differ with him. There bas been no 
change. Tbere was HO necessity lor the re- 
petition of tbat plank, as the party's position 
npon it had been evidenced by the Mills 
bill, which had not been passed before tho 
national conventions of 1884 and 1888 were 
bold. Parties are lo be judged as ranch by 
their record as their platforms. We stand 
not only upon our platform of 1802, but up- 
on the Mills bill, which was the latest gen- 
eral Democratic legislation upon the tariff 
subject. That bill was as good an exposi- 
tion of our principles as any elaborate plat- 
form could possibly be. 


Now, what did the Hills bill disclose up- 


on the question of the equalization of wages? 
I make the statement, and challenge a con- 
tradiction of its truth, that there was not a 
single manufactured article mentioned in 
that bill upon which the duty was reduced 
npon which there was not still left a dnty 
suflicient to represent the difference in wages 
paid in this and foreign countries for the 
labor involved in its production. I can safe- 
ly go further and say that in many instances 
tbe dnty permitted to remain exceeded this 
difference in wages three, four and five 
times. Therefore, onr position npon this 
question is as clear as the noon day snn, and 
it required no special plank in the platform 
to emphasize it.

I know this much, that the Democratic 


party will be entirely content to permit 
every workingmau whose wages have been 
increased since the passage of the McKinley 
bill to vote the Repnblican ticket if onr 
opponents will consent that all those whose 
wages have not been increased shall vote the 
Democratic ticket, and upon that basis we 
will carry the country by a million major- 
ity. We shonld not, however, permit onr 
position to be.misunderstood. We are not 
seeking power upon the "calamity" issue, 
but with all good citizens we rejoice in the 
prosperity «f the country and trust that it 
may continue, but we insist that the conn- 
try has been prosperous not because of the 
McKinley law, bnt in spit* of it. 


TDK PEOPLE CANlfOT BK D«CEITBD. 


The people cannot longer be deceived on 


this .question on account of opposition. 
Public sentiment has made rapid strides 
during the past few years and greatly clear- 
ed the political atmosphere, as well as 
brushed aside many plausible bnt untenable 
cobwebs which have heretofore obscured 
the discussion. No one need now enter into 
argument to establish the fact that the tariff 
is a tax, as the people have learned tbe 
fact to their sorrow from tbe operations of 
the McKinley bill. Five yeare ago the cry 
•that 'the tariff is a tax" was received with 
derision and laughter by onr Eepnblican 
friends, but now they are endeavoring to 
convince ns how much they have relieved 
ns from taxation by the abolition ol the 
sugar duty. Pray tell us also what haa be- 
come of the Repnblican claim, so industri- 
ously persisted in, that "the foreigner pays 
tbe tax." Tbe claim has been most thor- 
oughly and effectually exploded, and it is, 
therefore, evident that the campaign ol edn- 
cation has borne its fruits. The plain truth 
is tbat this policy of protection cannot much 
longer stand against the tremendous pres- 
sure of public sentiment for its abandon- 
ment. The cause of industrial emancipa- 
tion is marching on.

684,197 pounds. 


The exports of rye fell off from 1,-

from 30,918,724 to 21,068,990 bushels. 


Moreover, the farmer received a low- 


er price for his products. In 1S91 he 
obtained 3} cents for oatmeal and in 
1892 2} cents. His rye brought 89 cents 
a bushel in 1&91 and 77 cents in 1892. 
Wheat fell off from $1.05 to 85 cents.

After stating it u hia belief that the clear 
intent of the Act of Jnne 19, ]891,(the 
Baker law) is that the ballot shall be so 
printed as to give to each voter an opportu- 
nity to designate bis choice of all the candi- 
dates of a political patty or group, or to 
designate hia choice of individuals, the 
opinion concludes with the following para- 
graphs, which contain the essential points : 


"I am clearly of the opinion that the 


provision in Section 14, that 'the names of 
all candidates so nominated by snch politi- 
cil party be arranged in group? aa presented 
in the several certificates of nomination, 
nnder the designation of the office, with the 
party, descriptive words, or political appel- 
lation at the head ol each group,' means 
that the certificate? ot nomination shall de- 
termine the airangement 01 the groups; 
and that, for example, the candidates pre- 
sented by the certificate of nomination from 
a State convention and Congressional, Ju- 
dicial, Senatorial or Representative confer- 
ence or caucus or convention shall each 
comprise, constitnte and be arranged in a 
distinct group in the party, discriptive 
words or political appellation at the bead of 
eacb ancb group, and the designation of the 
office over the candidates named for the 
particular office ; that is to say, iu the pres- 
ent case and referring to tbe form 'B1 


which yon have provided for the present 
election, the candidates for elector, Con- 
gressmen-at-large and Judge of the Supreme 
Court, being certified to yon from a State 
convention, in one district certificate shall 
constitute a group to be arranged as on tbe 
form exhibited, with the political appella- 
tion at the head of the group and the desig- 
nation of tbe office immediately over the 
names of tbe nominees therefore respective- 
ly, beginning on tbe left of the ticket witb 
the Republican, which polled tbe highest 
vote at tbe last preceding election, followed 
to the nght with the Democratic, which 
secured tbe next highest vote, followed by 
tbe names ot the candidates nominated by 
nominating papers, arranged under the 
designation of tbe office in alphabetical or- 
der, according to the surnames.

"In tbe city of Philadelphia, or in any 


otber district wbere tbe different nominees 
on the connty ticket presented, each by a 
different certificate of nomination and from a 
different convention, each will, of course, 
constitute a gronp ; whereas, in other por- 
tions of tbe State, where the entire connty 
ticket, otber than tbe officers I have above 
specified, may be nominated by a single 
convention and presented in a single certifi- 
cate of nomination, I am of the opinion tbat 
they together constitnte and should be ar- 
ranged in one group, with tbe descriptive 
party words or political appellation at the 
head of tbe group, and a cross mark in tbe 
margin to tbe rigbt of such party name 
shall be equivalent to a vote for tbe entire 
group." 


Grand Army week at Washington opened 


fair and the weather generally was pleasant 
during tbe national Eacampment. All day 
and night of Monday the streets were alive 
with marching men, G. A. E. posts and 
their friends, on their way from railroad 
stations to quarters. Despite all the exer- 
tions that the railroad companies made tr 
handle the crowds promptly, the visitors 
were from two to twelve honra late in reach- 
ing the city ; bnt as rapidly as possible the 
trains were rolling into the city and nn- 
loading their hnman Ireight. The passang- 
era accepted the sitnation with tha heat 
possible grace, and whatever the measure of 
their discontent it was all dissipated npon 
arriving at the Capitol, as tbey looked npon 
the genfions and artistic manifestations of 
welcome and lonnd themselves surrounded 
with reminiscences of the war and in the 
society ol those whose friendship was knit 
in the blood and smoke of battle. 


Tuesday was the great day of the reunion, 


with its grand parade, intended to be in 
commemoration of the grand review of 1865. 
Fifty thousand Union survivors of the great 
struggle marched over the identical ronte 
taken on that memorable occasion. Thirty 
thousand other wearers of the Grand Army 
badge or button, withholding themselves 
from tbe procession for various reasons, stood 
along the curbs or sat npon the stands, cheer- 
ing their comrades as division by division, 
platoon by platoon, passed by for nearly 
seven unbroken hours. Along the two-mile 
ronte fully 350,000 persons were gathered to 
watch the procession. The parade was, with 
few exceptions, composed of men who were 
yonng 30 years ago, bnt who are now ad- 
vanced in years. They wore the bine uni- 
form of the Grand Army, which is neat, bnt 
not gandy, and they marcher] as old men 
march. 
With many it was an effort to 


cover that long stretch of road-way after 
waiting several hours to fall into line. Many 
were suffering from wounds which had never 
healed ; many were broken and bent with 
rheumatism and other diseases incident to 
camp life. 
Bnt what they lacked in grace 


and movement they made up in spirit and 
determination, and at every step they were 
cheered with heartiness which they would 
have been less than hnman not to appreciate. 


The posts marched in two parallel columns 


each of 12 files front, to F'fthteenth street 
and then the columns united and lorroecl 
one solid column of 24 files front.

The Pennsylvania department muster- 
ed 15,000 strong and was the largest in tbe 
long and splendid parade. 


Wednesday opened with business sessions 


of the Grand Aimy, tbe Union Veterans' 
Union, the Woman's Relief Corps, tbe 
Ladies' Aid to the S. of V., the Daughters 
of Veterans, Ladies of the Grand Array 
and Women's Relief Union. In the after- 
noon a consolidated band of 1,500 pieces 
gave a patriotic concert in tbe Capitol 
grounds.

Suppose, for 
instance, tbat a voter wishes to vote for the 
entire Democratic ticket without any scratch- 
ing. Beginning with the Presidential elect- 


ore, he marks a cross in the email square at 
tbe rigbt ot the word "Democratic,1' and 
this answers lor the entire group down to 
tbe first heavy black line, including tbe 
Congressmen nt-larne and Judges of tbe Su- 
preme Court. Where a straight vote is cast 
no crosses should be marked opposite tbe 
individual candidates in a gronp. Tbe next 
group is that headed "Congress." A mark 
here, opposite the word "Democratic," in- 
dicates that the voter wishes to vote for the 
candidate of tbat party in the gronp. It is 
micessary to observe the groupings carefully, 
as indicated by the heavy black lines. 
Where a straight vote is cast for the caadi- 
dates in a gronp tbe cross should be oppo- 
site the name of tbe party, not those of the 
nominee or nominees. 


In tbe cam of the Prohibitioniste, whom

East Pennsylvania Synci. 


The SOtb annual ses:on of the East 


Pennsylvania synod of the Lutheran church 
was opened Wednesday evening in St. John's 
Lutheran church, Lancaster. The opening 
surra on was preached by Rev. R. W. Hnf- 
foid, of Eiston, president of the synod, and 
a former pastor of St. John's Lutheran 
church. In tbe list of members we notice 
the following from this place : Rev. Dr. C. 
A. Hay, Rev. Dr. H. W. Mc-Knigbt and Dr. 
George D. Stnhley. 


Dr. Hay delivered an able historical ad- 


dregs of tbe progress of the cbnrclies in fhe 
Synod during the half centnryof its exsit- 
ance, tracing its history from the first meet- 
ing in Lancaster, May 2-6,1842. He refer- 
red to the orphans' home of the synod, ol 
the advanced steps taken by this synod in 
tbe matter of beneficiary education, of fhe 
work done by its missionary societies, of the 
origin of the Lutheran publication board by 
this synod and of the formation of th« 
Snsquehanna synod from ifc, now one of the 
prosperous synods of the church. In con- 
cluding he urged all pastors to prepare 
histories of their churches so that the same 
be placed in tbe historical archives at Gettys- 
burg. 


Rev. Dr. E. Haber, of the Collegn, of the 


committee on promotion of Bible stndy, 
snbmitted a lengthy report on tbe bent 
methods of reading the Bible, showing how 
it could be read to the best advantage chron- 
ologically. The pap""1 was ordered to be 
printed in the chnrcb papers. 


At the afternoon's session on Fritlay the 


question of the removal of the Theological 
Seminary from Gettysburg was decided ad- 
versely. 


Under report of educational inslitntions, 


resolutions were adopted that tbe syuod en- 
dome the recent action of the Board of 
Trofltees of Pennsylvania College in defining 
tbe dnties of the chair of tbe English Kible, 
expressing fullest confidence us au institu- 
tion of the LnUieran church and pledging 
its support. Both resolution passed almost 
unanimously.

The principal food of owls is mice, and 
they diligently hunt for them in the 
most favorable localities for procuring 
them. 
— 


IT is not necessary to use wet land in 


order to have a pasture. It is true that 
some grasses will thrive best on a damp 
soil, but the most desirable grasses are 
grown on rich land that has been well 
underdraijied. 


TnE selection of seed largely influen- 


ces the yield of the crop for next season 
Corn may be made to produce four or 
five ears on a stalk if the most prolific 
stalks are used from which to secure 
seed, as such an experiment has been 
made with success. 


MAKE an experiment it drainage by 
tile, draining thoroughly the wettest 
and heaviest acre on the farm. Then 
grow a crop of clover, follow it with 
wheat, and see if the increased yield 
does not pay back a large interest on 
the cost of drainage. 


Entirely 


the cows from one pasture 


to another not only promotes the appe- 
tite, and permits of a greater variety of 
food, but also allows the grass on the 
pastures to better withstand dry sea- 
sons. It is a mistake to allow cattle to 
graze a pasture too closely. 


TWENTY-TWO acres of land are need- 
ed to sustain a man on fresh meat, while 
the same amount of land under wheat 
reeds 42 people, under oats SS people, 
under potatoes, Indian com and rice 
lib people, and under the plantain or 
bread-fruit tree 6,rtOo people. 


IT is an advantage to carry the stock 


into the winter in a fat cond'ition. An 
animal will gain twice as much in 
weight now as in the winter, as it costs 
more to support the body during cold 
weather, a large proportion of the food 
Jwmg converted into heat instead of in- 
to fat.

a pure bred ram of one of tlie mutton 
breeds. It will not pay to attempt to 
secure a profit on lambs unless the male 
is of a breed that will improve the 
ilock. j here is such a great difference 
in the growth of a grade lamb and one 
that is a scrub as to be noticeable at 
once. The well-bred lamb will reach 
market at least a month before the 
other. 


Improve the Stock. 


We are willing to accept without 


question the assertion that there is but 
small profit in cultivating poor land, 
but why is it that we are unwilling to 
admit that the same rule applies to 
stock » It is a fact that it is very bad 
economy to feed and care for poor stock, 
because good stock will give a much 
better return for what they receive. A 
good dairy cow gives more milk in pro- 
portion to the food consumed than does 
an ordinary cow that has 110 especial 
dairy traits. A well-bred Short-horn or 
Hereford steer will make more beef in a 
given time and from the same food than 
will a common native animal. "\Vell- 
bred sheep will produce more and better 
wool; well-bred hogs will use corn to a 
better advantage; even pure bred hens 
will lay more eggs. Few undertake to 
dispute these facts, yet many neglect 
to observe their lesson. Manuring the 
soil is wise; good cultivation of the crops 
is needful; but neither of these will pay 
better than the improvement of the 
live stock. 


Eggs and Their Uses. 


There is no article of food that is so 


nutritious for all classes, working men 
and women, children, invalids and 
scholars, as freshly laid eggs, for in 
them is found every element essential 
to the support of man, and everything 
that is necessary to the growth of the 
youthful body. For the invalid they 
are nutriment in the most concentrated 
form; then too, a sick person can often 
eat a delicate prepared egg, when the 
bare thought or smell of any other kind 
of food is revolting to him. "When 
th«re is a scarcity of cream, the white 
of an egg well whipped is an excellent 
substitute for the real article. To tlie 
scholar, eggs are invaluable diet, con- 
taining both phosphorous, which is 
brain food, and sulphur, which performs 
its special functions in the making up of 
the human body.
